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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The Amendment filed May 24, 2004 has been found persuasive and has 
overcome the rejection set forth in the Office action sent February 24, 2004. 

The limitations of digital camera accessory for use with a video game machine 
comprises: a base unit comprising a receiver for receiving video images and a 
connector for connection to the video game machine; and a camera unit selectively 
detachable from the base unit so that the camera unit is remotely beatable relative to 
the base unit, the camera unit comprising an image sensor and a transmitter for 
transmitting video images captured by the image sensor (as per claims 1 and 10), in 
combination with other presented limitations, are neither disclosed nor taught by the art 
of record. 

Claims 1, 2, 6-11, 13, and 16-19, therefore, are allowable.
